College  Training  Important  To  Women 


College  training  is  as  import- 
ant for  women  as  it  is  for  men, 
says  columnist  Dorothy  Thomp- 
son, answering  a college  profes- 
sor who  recently  said  women 
should  be  kept  out  of  college. 

In  the  Ladies  June  Home  Jour- 
nal she  attacks  Syracuse  Univer- 
sity Professor  Philip  W.  Burton 
who  claims  that  because  of  the 
increasingly  crowded  conditions 
in  colleges  something  has  to  give  | 
— and  what’s  got  to  give  is  U\e 
number  of  women  enrolled.  He ' 
maintains  they  have  “less  sen- 1 
sible  and  demanding  reasons” ; 
for  seeking  higher  education! 
than  do  men  and  claims  “unmo- 
tivated women  are  squeezing  out ; 
highly  motivated  men.”  (Ac-j 
cording  to  the  professor,  the  | 
motivating  force  behind  the  men| 
is  the  need  for  the  diploma,  a. 
requisite  for  a job  interview.) 

“Merely  Housewives?” 

He  says  only  women  with 
superior  intelligence  and  defin- 
ate  professional  goals  should  be 
allowed  to  enter  coeducational 
institutions.  The  others,  who  will 
end  up  “merely  as  housewives.” 
can  be  adequately  equipped  to 


to  good  wives,  mothers  and  cit- 
izens by  attending  junior  col- 
leges. 

Miss  Thompson  argues  that 
the  purpose  of  education  is  to 
improve  the  mind  and  character, 
not  to  get  a diploma.  This  is  as 
valuable  to  women  as  to  men. 
“The  idea  that  an  educated 
mother  is  less  Important  than 
an  educated  copywriter  is  pre- 
posterous,” she  writes.  “It  is  the 
mother,  far  more  than  the 
father,  who  transmits  to  her 
children  their  tastes,  standards 
and  interests.” 

She  says,  “The  overcrowd- 
ing of  colleges  can  be  met  by 
restoring  higher  education  to 
Its  proper  status  as  an  Instn- 
tion  of  learning — not  a dip- 
loma factory.”  (The  profe.ssor 
says  men  go  to  college  to  get 
a diploma,  remember.) 

She  concludes  warningly, 
“Suppression  of  women  as 
minds  has  always  meant  the  bru- 
talization of  society.”  That  was 
the  trouble  with  Imperial  Ger- 
many. and  later  Nazi  Germany, 
and  this  is  the  trouble  with  Rus- 
sia. she  notes.
